STOCKYARDS  INSPECTION  INAUGURATED 


Public  stockyards  inspection  was  inaugurated  by  the  Bureau  in  accordance 
with  Regulation  1,  Section  1,  B.  A.  I.  Order  309,  effective  July  26,  1948,  at  the 
following  stockyards:   Ranchers  &  Farmers  Livestock  Sales  Co.,  Clovis,  N.  Mex. 
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WAR  TRANSFER  REEMPLOYMENT  RIGHTS  TO  TERMINATE 

Reemployment  rights  granted  to  employees  who  transferred  to  other  agencies 
to  perform  "essential  war  work  will  expire  on  October  22,  1948,  under  Executive 
Order  9952  of  April  22,  1948.  Bureau  Circular  Letter  3079,  dated  July  9,  1948, 
was  sent  to  all  employees  of  the  Bureau  to  apprise  them  of  this  fact.  The  re- 
employment rights  granted  were  not  to  extend  beyond  6  months  after  the  end  of 
the  war. 

The  reemployment  rights  affected  are:  (1)  Transfer  to  a  public  or  private  enter- 
prise, (2)  transfer  to  a  different  Federal  agency,  and  (3)  certain  transfers  governed 
by  specific  war  service  regulations. 

The  Circular  Letter  also  lists  the  specific  reemployment  rights  that  are  not 
affected.  The  Personnel  Division  of  the  Bureau  will  supply  further  information 
on  request.
